At the present crisis a useful purpose may 
pethaps be served by a brief reference to the 
trade of the country which the Japanese and 
Chinese have very considerately selected as a 
battle field, and for this purpore we cannot da 
better than reproduce a number of quotations 
from the consular report on the trade of Kores 
which was issued from’ the British Foreign 
Office about a month ago, for it furnishes

His administration waa staloed by a 
cruel persecutlom of the Christians, thousands 
of whom suffered horrible deaths, and by the 
blood of nearly ten thousand unfortunate people 
who were butchered simply for the psrpore of 
counteracting « prophecy that the Tal-Won-kun 
was doothed to be vanquished by ten thousand 
enemles, But in spite of these great blemishes, 
tbe Tal-Won-kuo’s Government was on the whole 
beneficial to the country, Perhaps the most cone 
spicuous feature of his administration was the 
steadiness and energy with which the! it 
tights of the kingdom were asserted.
